Oklahoma City, Okla., 
Chief Crazy Snake and 
retreated before five companies of 
Oklahoma militia late tonight, thus 
deferring an expécted battle until to- 
morrow. 

Hastily setting fire to his tepees and 
tents, the Indian leader, with his mix- 
ed company of redskins and negroes. 
fled from his blazing camp as th? 
troops advanced. He took up 4 strong 
position between the North Canadian 
river-and Deep Fork creek, about 7 
miles east of Henryetta. 

Colonel Hoffman, in command of the 
state troops, considered it unwise to 
push the pursuit and engage the In- 
dians in the darkness. Accordingly, he 
bivouacked his troops for the night. 
Early in the morning, reinforced by a 
company of cowboys from the country 
around Lawton, Okla., all crack shots, 
he will lead his forces against the In- 


Glans. \ 
Must Surrender or Be Exterminated. 

Crazy Snake and his braves will he 
offered a chance to surrender. If they 
refuse, the battle will bé on. 

Colonel Hoffman sént out numerous 
scouts to watch the movements of the 
enemy, and to give the alarm if they 
attempted to flee under cover of dark- 
ress. The commander planned to al- 
low his weary troops to rest on the 
field during the night, unless the In- 
dians attempted to escape to a strong- 
er position. 

The militia officers believe Crazy 
Snake wants to reach the Tiger moun- 
tains with his followers before en- 
gaging in a general fight. That the 
old chief is. striving to stir the 
Creeks.to an fAprising, and strike for 
what he conofives to be his duty, was 
evident from’ the smoke from three 
signal fires on adjacent hilis just be- 
fore sundown. Old-time frontiersmen 
declare this is a sign which always 
ushers in Indian troubles. 

Six Men Have Been Killed. 

Major Charles F. Barrett, in charge 
of the commissary, received hurry or- 
ders tonight by courier to send sup- 
plies and additional ammunition to the 
soldiers at the camp. From this, it is 
inferred that the officers expect a 
long chase before a fight. 

Six men have been killed and a 
dozen wounded since the trouble be- 
gan Thursday. This is the official re- 
port, and it is generally believed *many 
more of the negroes and Indians arc 
killed. Dr. I. M. Wallace, of Dustin, 
Chla., who went to the Hickory hills 
with the troops today, declared more 
than twenty negroes were killed 
Thursday and Saturday and werc 
buried without coffins in the vicinity 
where the soldiers camped tonight. 

This Sunday was full of thrill. All 
Oklahoma was aroused. As the reports 
of the slaytng of Marshal Baum and 
Deputy Sheriff Odom were spread 
broadcast, the people were inflamed 
with a determination to make an end 
to the murderous band. 

Matilated Bodies Found. 

First a strong posse visited Crazy 
Snake's home, intending to capture 
him. He had fied, but they found docu- 
ments in his house containing lists of 
the Indians he had enrolled in his up- 
rising. Also, they found the mutilated 
bodies of Odom and Baum. While the 
chief had fied, his son fell into the 
hands of the palefaces. From him 
the deputies choked a confession of 
his father’s misdoings and a full state- 
ment of the murderous doings of the 
previous night. The choking was lit- 
eral. Slipping a new rope around the 
young Carlisle graduate’s neck, they 
lifted him from the ground in the way 
the vigilance committees of the Far 
West used to make thieves quit steal- 
ing. He was ready to tell all then, 
and today ‘set the white men on -his 
father's trail. 

While all this was going on, the 
state officials were getting aroused. 
Govermor Haskell ordered. out troops 
by wholesale. Every company in 
Oklahoma either was rushed to the 
front or ordered to prepare to nex

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San Francisco, Cal., March 28.—io!- 
lowing the arrest yesterday of three 
United Railroads’ officers and five other 
persons, in connection with the alleged 
theft of jury lists, found in the office 
of Patrick Calhoun, president of the 
United Railroads, now on trial for al- 
leged bribery, Frank J. Murphy, as- 
sistant counsel for Abraham Ruef, was 
taken into eustody today. 

Those arrested are William Abbott, as- 
sistant general counsel for the United 
Railroads; Joseph H. Handlon, claim 
agent for the Street Rallway Company; 
(Luther Brown,’ head of the street rail- 
road detectives: Rex N. Hamlin, private 
secretary to William J. Burns; Al Mec- 
Kinley, alleged confidentia} employee of 
the street railroad: William M. Corbin, 
said to be a former agent for Ruef: 
Jeremiah von Wormer, a’ railroad detec- 
tive, and E. A. Platt, attached to the 
district attorney’s office. 

Accused of Grand Larceny. 

Abbott and Murphy are charged with 
having received stolen goods, and all the 
others with grand larceny. Handlon, 
Brown, Abbott and (Murphy were re- 
leased on bail, provided by an agent of 
the railroad companies. 

From last night until tonight, the 
offices of Patrjck Calhoun and his legal 
staff were in charge of Detective Burns’ 
men, who .were armed with a search 
warrant, issued by Police Judge Deasy, 
calling for papers alleged to have been 
stolen from the office of the district at- 
torney. The search was begun after 
the occupants, the attorneys associated 
in the defense of Calhoun, had re 
the detectives admission. and the glass 
door had been broken in. The work of 
looking over the papers found in the 
reoms was finished tonight, after two 
safes filled with papers had been forced 
open. : 

What Pat Calhoun Says. 

The search was watched by Calhoun 
personally. 

“This search is made under a bogus 
jwarrant, and is designed only to permit 
them to look at our private papers,” 
said Cathoun tonight. 

“Documents found in Cathoun’s office 
fully justify our proceedings,” said De- 
tective. Burns. “We were looking for 
copies of our records and papers in con- 
nettion with the various cases, and 
found what we sought.

Out of Mrs. Mary Farmer 
at Auburn, 
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NO SIGNS OF COLLAPSE — 


BY WRETCHED WOMAN’ 


Friest Who Has Attended Mrs. 
Farmer Says She. Will Go to 
Death Bravely and Die Good 
Catholic—Mrs. Farmer Has 
Written an Account of Her 
Life for Her Little Son. 
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Awburn, N. Y., March 28.—Mrs. Mary 
Farmer, who-is to die in the electric 
chair in the state prison here at sunrise 
tomorrow, for the murder of Mrs. Sa- 
tah Brennan, at Brownsville, has made 
a statement, it was learned late to- 
night, which she believes will exonerate 
her husband, who ids also under sepn- 
tence of death for the same crime. 

Made Statement Before Priest. 

Mrs. Farmer prepared the statement 
today in the presence of a notary public 
and Father- Hickey, her spiritual ad- 
viser. Father Hickey had told the con- 
demned woman that if she could truth- 
fully make any statement that would 
exonerate her husband, she should do 
80. Mrs.. Farmer replied that she» had 
no desire to make any confession, but 
that she would make a statement con- 
cerning the case. It was, however, at 
the suggestion of Mrs. Farmer that 
the notary public was called in. The 
Statement will be made public after 
Mrs. Farmer’s death. 

Father Hickey has told friends that 
he did not believe Mrs. Farmer should 
be electrocuted because of her mental 


‘condition, which, he stated, was un- 


sound, — 
Bids Her Husband Farewell. 

“Ehe current of events tonight and the 
final hours of the life of Mrs. Mary 
Farmer moved on relentlessly, though 
dramatically, after nightfall in Auburn 
prison. , 

Brought from the woman’s prison 
| in the 
condemned row, Mrs. Farmer bade fare- 
well to her husband, and then was 
lodged in a cell that adjoins the execu- 
tion chamber, there to await the call to 
the chair. 

James Farmer, the husband, who also 
is under sentence of death for « the 
killing of the (Brennan woman, and 
whose case is before the court of ap- 
peals, was taken to another part of the 
prison, that he might not hear the tread 
of the witnesses on their way to the 


room of execution, or the march of his ' 


wife to her death. 
Wretched Woman Is’ Firm. 

The wretched woman tonight showed 
no evidence of collapse, though ‘the 
last words between herself and husband, 
separated in their parting interview 
by heavy bars and an impenetrable 
screen, were affecting to the two Wwom- 
en attendants and.the captain of the 
guard. As the law does not permit it, 
there was no faréwell embrace when 
the time came for separation. 

After the steel door of her cell had 
been closed, and James Farmer, weep- 
ing, had peen led away, the woman 
fell upon her cot and wept for a few 
moments, and then began to pray. Her 
attendants did not tell her of the death 
chair in the next room. 

Father J. J. Hickey, pastor of the Holy 
Family church, visited Mrs. Farmer to- 
day and prayed with her. Thé priest 
will administer the last sacrament and 
offer prayers for the dying before the 
Short march to the execution chamber. 

She Will Die a Good Catholic. 

“Mrs. Farmer will die a g00d Cath- 
olic,” said Father Hickey tonight, “and 
will go to her death bravely. It may 
be, though I cannot say positively, that 
some statement will be made by Mrs. 
Farmer to the public. If so, it will not 
be given out until after the exedution.” 

The prison buildings wene quiét and 
the prison yard was cast with dark 
shadows from the high walls tonight, 
when Mrs. Farmer, accompanied by the 
two women attendants,,Dr. John Gerin, 
the prison physician, Father Hickey 
and Warden Benham, was brought 
down from her cell on the second tier of 
the woman's building. Across the si- 
lent yard the woman and her escort 
walked to the end of the men’s build- 
ing, where a carriage waited to drive 
them to the entrance of the “death row.” 

Husband's Farewell te Wife. 

After he had talked to his wife, Far- 
mer was ied away, and will not be 
brought back to his old cell in the con- 
demned row before Wednesday morn- 
ing. During the day, the four other 
occupants of the death house were re- 
moved.

And.Prince Alexander, Second 
Son of King Peter, Is De- 
clared Crown Prince—Ad- 
mitted ‘at Belgrade That Ser- 
via Must Bow to Austria. 


Belgrade, March 28.—Crown Prince 
George’s renunciation of his right of suc- 
cession to the throne was read at the 
national assembly today, together with 
the letter from King Peter, accepting the 
renunciation and declaring Prince Alex- 
ander, his second son, heir to ‘the 
throne.. Both communications were ap- 
proved. The proceedings lasted only: a 
few minutes. 

After yesterday's cabinet meeting, at 
which the king accepted the crown 
prince’s renunciation, and the cabinet 
approved, Prince George went straight 
to Prince Alexander. The meeting of 
the brothers was affectionate, Prince 
George wishing his younger brother bet- 
ter luck than he had had.

AT EXPERIMENT

Griffin, Ga.,. March 28.—(Special.)— 
Passenger train No. 16, of the Central 
railway, was wrecked at Experimen’, 
2 miles north of Griffin, at 7:55 o'clock 
tonight. Five coaches left the track, 
two of these being overturned. Bag- 
gagemaster Jim Martin, of Atlanta, 
who was in one of the overturned 
coaches, sustained pdinful but not 
serious injuries. No one else was hurt. 
The track for a distance of 100 yards 
was badly wrecked, blocking traffic 
and necessitating the use of the 
Southern tracks by the Central traing: 

The wreck, which occurred just 
south of Experiment, was caused by 
the front trucks Of the tender leaving 
the. rails. The mail and baggage 
coaches followed, leaving the tracks 
and turning on their sides. The three 
passenger coaches immediately behind 
these also left the rails, but were not 
overturned. The fourth passenger 
coach, the only unoccupied ore in the 
train, remained on the rails. The en- 
gine and tender also remained in an 
vpright. position, although derailed. 

The escape from serious injury of 


the several men in the mail and bag-. 


gage cars at the time of the accident 
is considered wonderful. All were 
hurled through the air by the shock, 
but, with the exception of Baggage- 
master Martin, none sustained any- 
thing more serious than slight bruises. 
Martin was badly cut and bruised 
about the face and head. He was 
brought back here, where he was 
placed in an infirmary. His ifijuries 
are not considered serious. 

A special train was sent from here 
to the scene of the wreck, on which 
the passengers were taken to Atlanta.

AND OF LUMBER 


Will Probably Be Deter- 
mined by Democrats. 


Republicans So Divided as to 
These Schedules That the 
Democrats Will Posséss De- 
ciding Votes—There Will Be 
Separate Votes on Question. 


Weshington, March 26.—The fate of 
 Yumber and hides in the proposed new 
tariff law probably will not be decided 
until the conference reports on the bill 
have been approved by both’the senate 
and house. The clashes on these sched- 
ules have occurred largely between the 
representatives of the east and west, 
and there is a proepect of the differ- 
ences becoming so sharp that the demo- 
crate from the southern states may de- 
termine the outcome. 

The supporters of protection on hides 
express hope of inducing the senate 
committee to recommend the continu- 
ance of the Dingliey rates. The western 
Senators on the committee have proved 
Strong advocatés of the restoration of 
the duty, while Senator Lodge is said 
to stand almost alone in his campaign 
tor free hides. 

Champions of the movement to take 
the duty off lumber entirely are not so 
satrpuine of success as the advocates of 
free hides, so far as their contest in 
the committee is concerned. Senator 
McCumber, in accordance with the in- 
Structions of the legislature of North 
Dakota, is prepared to carry the fight 
to the floor of the senate. 

Regardless of the vote of the com- 
mittee, the advocates of frea lumber 
and free hides have been promised sep- 
atate votes on these questions in the 
senate. 

There is a well defined rumor in the 
Senate that the committee on finance 
will upset the principle declared in 
the Payne bill ~-f making the estab- 
lished rate the minimum with a 20 per 
cent retaliatory increase to countries 
which fail to give their best rate to 
the United States. If it should be de- 
cided to reverse this proposition, so as 
to make the established rate the maxi- 
mum and give to the most friendly 
nations a favored rate of 20 per cent 
less, it is asserted that the rates in the 
Payne bill would have to be raised all 
along the line on the theory that’ all 
great nations would take action so as 
to be given the lower rate. 

During the consideration of the bili 
thus far all of the rates which depend 
upon existing treaties have been laid 
aside to be considered when the maxi- 
mum and minimum features are taken 
up. e

Asheville, N. C., March 28.—That the 
mrhole of the American continent will 
eventually become one great republic 
under the government of what is now 
the United States, is the prediction made 
by former Governor (Folk, tn conversa- 
tion here today. 

Governor Folk declared that a clashj 
between the United States and Canada 
is inevitable, and that it will come in 
the not distant future, is his belief. The 
great influx of Americans into the grain 
Meld and lumber region of southwest 
Canada, each carrying with him his nat- ¢ 
wral allegiance to the United States, is 
the leaven which he thinks eventually 
must develop the.clash between the 
United States and her sister country on 
the north. 

The situation in Mexico also offers food 
for serious thought, he admitted. The 
matural antagonism of the Mexicans to 
the American mining interests in that 
country, which has been kept under by 
President Diaz, he thinks, will break out 
afresh at the death of the Mexican 
president.

Oxford, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)—Aft- 
er an illness of four weeks, Dr. John 
S. Moore, 80 years old, former profes- 
sor of Latin at Wmory college, died 
this afternoon at ! o’clock at his resi- 
dence here. He was well known 
throughout tne south, both as a min- 
ister and teacher. 

Dr. Moore was born in Virginia in 
1829. He graduated from the Randolph- 
Macon college in 1848, receiving the 
bachelor of arts degree: and from the 
University of Virginia in 1854, taking 
the master of arts degree. He was 
head professor of natural philosophy at 
Randolph-Macon for two years; moved 
to Summerfield, Ala., where he became 
professor of mathematics in the Cen- 
tenary college; for eighteen years he 
‘Was professor of mathematics at the 
Southern university, Greensboro, Ala. 

Dr.. Moore came to Emory college in 
I88i, when he took the chair of Latin, 
remaining in that department until |897. 

He was married to Miss Porter, daugh- 
ter of the constructor of the Merrimac, 
at Pensacola, Fila., in 1859. The de-

CONFESSED MURDERER 
TAKES _ HIS OWN LIFE 


Vango Used a Method That 
Required Spartan 
Courage. 


New York, March 28.—James Vango, a 
young negro, who, after his arrest in 
Chicago, confessed that he. had mur- 
dered Isadore de Valliant, night clerk in 
the Hastern hotel here, for the purpose 
of robbery, strangied himself in his cell 
in the Tombs prison early today. 

Vango used a method to encompass 
his death which required almost Spartan 
courage. He twisted a handkerchief 
around his neck, and after tieing it se- 
¢urely, tightened it with a small piece 
of lead pencil, which he used as tour- 
niquet, until it closed his wind pipe. He 
then threw himself on the cot, placed 
his hands under his abdomen, buried his 
face in the pillow, and waited for death. 

With the same pencil he had previous- 
ly written two notes off farewell, one 
to his wife and the other to Detective 
James Murphy, who captured him in 
Chicago. 

To his wife he wrote this brief line: 

“Dear Wife: Death is but eternal! sleep; 
wity should I stay and suffer? Forgive 
me. Jim.”’ 

His note to Detective Murphy was a 
practical admission of the crime of 
which he is charged. 

De Valliant was murdered early in the 
morning of March 18. The hotel till had 
been rified, De Vallant’s watch and 
money were gone, and the safe had been 
tampered with. Vango, who had been a 
porter in the hotel, disappeared about 
the time of the crime, and was sus- 
pected. Detective Murphy found him in 
Chicago. Vango confessed that he had 


planned the murder, but said that the 
killing was done by two accomplices.

PRICES OF STOCKS. 
~ SLOWLY ADVANCE 
Movement to HigherLevel 


Began Last Week. 


Shaping of Price Movement 
Upward Considered Index 
of Proved Reliability of Im- 


proverent to Come. 


New York, March 28.—Prices of 
stocks moved last week irregularly and 
hatingly towards a higher level. This 
was to the accompaniment of «xpres- 
sions of discouragement from various 
sources at the slow rate of progress of 
business improvement and the small 
apoarent prospect of early revival. 

While the seeming discrepancy of the 
action of the stock market received 
some explanation in the technical con- 
ditions ruling it, the shaping of the 
price movement upwards was impres- 
sive as an index of proved reliability 
of improvement to come in the general 
business situation. While the ‘condi- 
tions reported from the various trade 
channels as makifig for discouragement 
were not questioned, the action of the 
stock market was such as to suggest 
that they had been already aecounted 
for in that medium, leaving room for 
assuring an outlook forward to the 
coming betterment. 

Notable Power of Resistance. 

While the character of the operations 
in stocks gave no clear indication of 
dctive steps based on ultimate improve- 
ment there was a notable power of re- 
sistance which argued a confidence in 
exemption from influences of depression 
and a determination to hold securities 
for better prices. -It was this.tha: made 
difficulties for the professional tars 
who had sold stocks short in anticipa- 
tion of a period of liquidation to follow 
the course of the discussion over the 
tariff bill. It was the best informed 
opinion that the demand for stocks 
came mostly from this umcovered pro- 
fessional element, and the market was 
called narrow and lacking fn any broad 
significance for that reason. 

Opinions of the accredited authorities 
in the iron nd stel trades were that 
the lowering of prices had failed to 
stimulate any effectual demand for 
products. The wee°- 
reports of intended further cuts in 
pricés, of lessening production by the 
shutting down of mills and of reduc- 
tion of wages. 

Danger of Strikes. 

The danger of strikes also entered 
into the discussion, 

In the copper trade some improve- 
ment in demand was reported, and con- 
siderable sale of refined copper was 
said to have been made early im the 
week. The subsequent subsidence of 
this demand left some residua of dis- 
appointment and reaction and neutral- 
ized the effect. In mercantile lines also 
and in railroad traiffic the returns show 
disposition to await the completion of 
the changes in the import duties now 
under discussion before forward steps 
are taken. The condition of the winter 
grain crops is another undecided prob- 
|lem, although a growing sentiment of 
encouragement over the condition of 
winter wheat is discernible. 

The money market offered no compli- 
cations which had any influence on 
stocks. The week's large. outgo of 
gold was without striking’ effect on the 
money market, and the decline in for- 
eign exchange raises the question wheth- 
er the foreign demand for gold was not 
waning. The London market iooks 
for a marked easing off of money rates 
after the April |! settlements. Money 
continues to flow from the domestic 
interior to New York in more than 
sufficient volume to offset the foreigs 
demand for gold.

Long the General Discussion 
Will Continue—Some Mem- 
bers Predict General Debata 
Will Close on Wednesday. 


Washington, March 28.—The activities 
of congress during the present week 
will be confined almost exclusively to 
the consideration. of the tariff. The 
house will proeeed with the considera- 
tion of the Payné bill in general de- 
bate, and the.hours of daily sittings 
will be extended, the sessions begin- 
ning in the morning at 10 o'clock, and 
ending at 10:30 ‘at night. The senate 
will not be in position to take up the 
bill until it is passed by the house, 
but the senate committee on finance 
will continue consideration of the va- 
rious : schedules. 

In the meantime the senate will at- 
tempt no regular business, beyond the 
introduction of bills. The edict that no 
legislation beyond the tariff and the

Soe emphasizes the extremely unbusiness-like nature of the present atti- 


tude of Georgia toward commerce and agriculture. We are at present, he 
shows, paying millions in annual tribute to the west for the corn and the 
beef essential to producing cotton, of which we enjoy a world-monopoly. In 
so doing, we are each year placing a mortgage agaist this world-embracing 
crop, playing into the hands of the market-gamblers we justly denounce, 
depriving ourselves of legitimate revenue and actually en our own de- 
velopment. 

Mr. Hunnicutt emphatically takes issue with T. R. Gawtell, in the latter’s 
hopeless prophecy regarding the cattle business in Georgia. With George W. 
Truitt, he is convinced that the farmers are at last awakened to the necessity 
in self-preservation, of abandoning the all-cotton fetich. Henceforth, he 
thinks, they will devote themselves, at least in part, to the cultivation of 
corn and the raising of cattle. The signs are already at hand. He cites 
correspondence received by himself and the result of personal visits made to 
south Georgia and elsewhere, as establishing the determination of the farm- 
ing classes to divide their efforts henceforth between cattle and cotton. 

Mr. Hunnicutt believes, also, that the packing house projected for At- 
lanta by W. H. White, Jr., will experience ro difficulty in securing ample 
cattle and hogs to maintain it constgntly at maximum capacity. 

It is only by incessantly restating fundamental arguments commonly 
accepted that Georgia will make headway in her campaign for development. 
The views of Mr. Hunnicutt should be given scrupulous attention.

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COMPARISON RATHER THAN CRITICISM. 


Naturally, The Army and Navy Journal stands aghast at the faintest 
suggestion of criticism of large appropriations to those coordinate institu- 
tions of government for which it speaks. 

It was not expected that it would be tolerant even of a comparison in- 
volving war institutions made for the purpose of emphasizing national in- 
difference and dereliction in other directions. 

The zeal of The Army and Navy Journal in behalf of the interests 
which it so well represents is commendable, but it should be careful not 
to let it become a prejudice blinding it to public rights and to national 
duty in other directions. | 

In criticising The Constitution’s recent editorial calling attention to the 
fact that while the United Gtates is spending a quarter of a billion dollars 
annually in preparedness for war, while practically nothing is expended from 
the national treasury in advancement of the campaign against ignorance and 


illiteracy, The Army and Navy Journal says: 


The Constitution of Atlanta, Ga., is the last paper in which we should ex- 
pect to find such a criticism of the national government’s policy toward the 
army and the navy, as was published in its issue of February 28. It contrasts 
the millions spent on the services th the small amount the federal govern- 
ment gives in behalf of education. he Constitution of the United States-dis- 
tinctly says that the Federal government shall maintain‘an army and navy, in 
providing for the national defense. owhere is it laid down that this gov- 
ernment shall educate the people of the states. Our Atlanta contemporary 
im much agitated because “seven per cent of the total reo of the 
United States are classed as illiterate.” But whose fault it? Manifestly 
the states are to blame, nor is the excuse sufficient as given by the Atlanta 
paper that “the states are doing all they can afford. 


Our contemporary mistakes comparison for criticism. 

The Constitution has never criticised the policy of maintaining an ade- 
quate army and navy. 

These are recognized, essential institutions of a” progressive, civilized 
nation, and should in no sense be underestimated when it comes to appropri- 
ations from the national treasury. 

it is not the fact that appropriations are made for army and navy that 
rankles, but the fact that there are none given for the equally important 
object of defense against ignorance. 

It is the fact that expenditures for protection against possible, but 
quite improbable, war climb skyward, while in the battle against illiteracy 
the government lays down its arms. 

It is no argument to say that the federal constitution does not direct 
national assistance to education; not al] of national duty, by any means, is 
comprised in the constitution. 

There is no more important function of government than the promotion 
of education and the obliteration of ignorance, not even the support of the 
army and the navy. 

it is a false idea of government that seeks to protect-only from dan- 
gers without “while evils grow and flourish within. 

An educated nation is the nation best fortified against aggression, from 
whatever source it may come. 

This government is one, if directly, of the popular voice, and that voice 
is being raised now in demand for federal attention to a public movement 
which it has too long neglected. 

The country lite commission named by President Roosevelt found 
everywhere that demand, and made it one of the foremost and strongest 
features of its report. : 

It is a sentiment that is growing and which will before long. bring 
material and favorable response. 
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CASTRO AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE.

letter of the Monroe doctrine.

Castro and his kind have pillaged and flouted the United States as well 
as foreign nations. The administration of native law is a pathetic farce. 

Yet we are committed to a policy which will permit neither ourselves 
nor other nations to apply permanent correctives.

| In other words, the 7 o'clock breakfadt man will still get his morning 
meal at ‘7 o'clock, though by the sun it is only 5:40 a.m. The sun, however, 
will be as far advanced above the horizon as it is at the real 7 o'clock in 
midwinter. Likewise the 10 o'clock retiring man will go to bed when the | 
clock strikes 10, though it is really only 8:40 p. m. 

The. result is he has simply traded an hour and twenty minates of dark- 
‘ness for the same period of daylight, without material or inter- 
ference with his habits, and he has saved.during the four months named 
practically seven days of daylight, not counting that in the two months in 
which the changes in the clock are in progress. _ 

He has performed his work in the same systematic and methodical man- 
ner, and gets the same amount of recreation, but he does it practically all 
by daylight, instead of encroaching upon the darkness and burning just 
that much more gas or electricity. - 

And this is a thing thet men are not going to do unless the clock is fixed. 

They are willing to be buncoed into this gradual change of habit, but 
not to bring it about voluntarily. They will be ready for a 5:40 a m. 
| breakfast, provided the clock says it’s 7—but not otherwise. 

So England has decided to try the bunco game. 

The tremendous saving in electrie light and gas bills, not to speak of 
the natural advantage, of doing things by daylight, ought t make the ex- 
periment really worth the while.

Veteran Editor Declares!Cattle Industry Means Commer- 
vial Independence for Georgia—Cotton Will N ow 
Be King, Not Despot. 


By Sameel 


“Like a bullfrog jumping from tus- 
sock ° tussock, the Georgia farmer 
and southern farmer have in years 
past been jacks-of-ajl-trades in agri- 
culture, with the result that they are 
generations behind the farmers of the 
east and the west. 

“That is changing, as surely as the 
sun rises, 

“In the future, he is mot going to fall 
down and unreservedly worship King 
Cotton, who is all right as a menarch, 
but unbearable as a despot. 

“Instead, the farmer down htre is 
going to embark in the cagn and cattle 
industries. 

“We, who are close to him, see the 
tendency gaining momentum every 
day. | 

“It means that, within ten years, cot- 
tom will be bringing a high and a 
stable price, the menace of overproduc- 
tion will forever be obliterated, and 
Georgia and the south infinitely en- 
Fiched by am industry worth annually 
every cent as much as cotton.” 

These are the sentiments of George 
F. Hunnicutt, editor of the Southern 
Cultivator, Probably the oldest agri- 
cultural paper in the southern states, 
and a man familiar at first hand with 
agricultural and industrial conditions in 
Georgia and the surrounding states. 

Mr. Hunnicutt places the ex perience 
and the observation of a lifetime back 
of his statements. He is *most enthu- 
Siastic when rejoicing in the fact that 
cotton will no longer monopolize the 
center and all of the stage in southern 
agriculture. He sees now that cattle 
and corn production, keeping at home 
millions of dollars each year, are al- 
ready putting their heads above the 
water.and that soon they will be able 
to swim without assistance. 

Indorses Southern Packing House. 

He is also an unqualified advocate of 
domestic slaughter-houses, fashioned 
after the establishments that have made 
the wealth of the west. 

He is convinced, from travel and 
thorough correspondence, that the 
slaughter-house soon to be erected here 
by W. H. White, Jr., will have no diffi- 
culty whatever in getting all the cattle 
and hogs it needs to run at full ca- 
pacity. He looks, too, f similar es- 
tablishments to multiply magically, 
once the southern people have seen 
which way lies their commercial in- 
dependence. 

“Hundreds of letters have come into 
my office the last few months,” 


Mr. Hunnicut,, “from the most sub- 
Stantial and intelligent farmers of 
Georgia and territory near Georgia, de- 
claring that once and for all the writ- 
ers intended to abandon the old one- 
crop style of farming. That means 
that henceforth our people will begin 
to turn their attention from the ex- 
clusive production of cotton, giving, in- 
stead, effort and ingenuity to the ‘pro- 
duction of the beef for which we now 
pay tribute to the west, and the corn 
which could be raised at less expense 
here in Georgia. 
Fifteen-Cent Cotton a Curse. 

“The grandest thing that ever hap- 
pened to the Georgia and the southern 
planter, is that they didn’t get fifteen 
cents for their cotton. 

“Our people, I am sorry to say, as 
yet lack the long-headedness and the 
patience of their brethren in the west | 
and the east. They are too much car- 
ried away by present profit. They 
don’t look far enough into the future 


and into permanent profits and re- 


sults. 

“Had cotton brought fifteen cents 
for any length of time, it would have 
sounded the knell of cattle raising and 
diversification in the south. Farmers 
would have overplanted next year, 
would have gone in debt to overplant. 
When the bottom dropped out, you 
would have seen a recurrence of the 
hideous mortgage era, when every other 
farm in the south was plastered by in- 
de btedness.

“That money should be kept at 
home, to employ other thousands of 
farm and packing-house laborers, to 
develop our railroads and broaden our 
towns and cities. ~ 

“The issue is simplicity itself. We 
can’t live without meat. We can raise 
all the meat we need, with a hand- 
some surplus. Shall we do that, or 
shall we lay an annual mortgage upon 
the cotton crop to do it for us?’ 

South Turning te Cattle Raising. 

Mr. Hunnicutt does not agree with 
the view of Mr. Sawtell that Georgia 
farmers will not now and in the fu- 
ture furnish sufficient cattle to sup- 
port vacking houses. His individual 
experience causes him to believe that 
they have so firmly become convinced 
of the folly of concentrating all their 
efforts on one crop, that henceforth 
they may be depended upor to supply 
hogs and cattie in gradually increas- 
ing quantities. | 

“T know of one concern alone,” said 
Mr. Hunnicutt, “in Decatur county, 
that will undertake to supply. 5,000 
fat steers next fall. 

“T have just returned from South 
Carolina, and in one little farming 
section covering the 30 miles between 
Columbia and-Trenton the farmers will 
agree to ship 1,000 steers. 

“This is not to mention other local- 
ities frora which a packing house can 
secure anywhere from ten to a thou- 
sand head of cattle. 

Cattle Fitted for Abattoir. 

“These cattle, moreover, or most of 
them,” will come fitted for the abattoir. 
‘At present, local pecking houses have 
to fatten the specimens shipped them. 
The farmers are learning wisdom, and, 
since it is shown them that they are, 
in many cases, doubling their profits 
by bringing in fat cattle, the tendency 
is allain that direction. 

“Another effect this wholesale culti- 
vation of cattle will produce will be 
to cut down the farmer’s bill for fer- 
tilizer. 

“Commercial fertilizers, are under 
the existing regime, among the 
heaviest expenses of agriculture. Many 
lands require to be re-supplied year 
after year before they regain their 
original fertility. 

“The. keeping of many herds of cat- 
the means not only a large and sure 
profit from the packing house, but, as 
well, the enriching of the acres and 
the doing away with the item of ex- 
pense from commercial fertilizers. 
Nothing yet devised by man equals 
the efficiency of manure as an agent 
for restoring the necessary constitu- 
ents to the soil, 

Every Man a Missionary. 

‘You need not worry about finding e 
market for home-killed and home- 
dressed beef. At the last analysis, 
people see the mutual profit in patron- 
izing home industries. They are only 
too anxious to do it, if you give them 
goods comparing favorably with those 
brought in from the outside. 

“Once let it be known that con- 
sumers can secure local beef of quality 
and price equal to that brought from 
the west, and they will specify home 
beef in thelr orders. I have seen it 
proven. 

“It is, also, to the interest of the 
butchers in the small towns through- 
cut Georgia to increase the prosperity 
of the farmers. When they discover 
they can buy here beef equaling the 
western product, they will encourage 
the farmers in their sections to raise 
cattle. The thing is automatic. Once 
started, it will take care of itself and 
develop into proportions that defy 
prophecy.

onese be a common sign, and competi- 
tion would lower rates. 

Cheap money makes better property 
values. 

Taxing mortgages forces moneyed men 
to become land owners imstead of 
helping poorer men to buy property. 
Any country is better worked by own- 
ers than by tenants. 

The revenue derived from taxation is 
a thagatelie compared to the extra in- 
terest the lender charges under plea of 
danger of having taxes to pay. 

If taxed the man living in towns 
would pay about twice as much as the 
man living in the country on the same 
loan, so there is no uwniformity. The 
man living out of the state ‘would pay 
nothing. 

It would be much better to encourage 
money and lending at ‘reasonable rates, 
and discourage buying on credit and the 
enormous rates of cotton commission 
houses.

A LEPROSY VACCINE. 


Dr. Moses Clegg Succeeds in 


Cultivating Baccillus. 


Manila. March 26.—Dr:. Moses Clegg, 
bacteriologist. of the bureau of science 
at Manila has. succeeded in cultivating 
the leprosy barcilins. He has- made 
five successful cultures of the bacteria 
and carried them through three succes- 
sive generations, He used the organ- 
isms from woth living lepers. and the 
bodies of victims of leprosy. 

He thas been equally successful in his 
cultures with the amobic dysentery, 
establishing a sembolic relationship be- 
tween the germs of the two diseases. 
The bureau of science has prepared a 
leprosy vaccine and proposes to carry 
fforward a series of experiments for the 
purpose of establishing a specific treat- 
ment for leprosy. Dr. Clegg is the son 
of a prominent Arkansas physician.

New York, March 28.—The anthracite 
coal operators who have refused to rec- 
ognize the United Mine Workers of 
America as an organization officially 
representative of the mining employees, 
today issued a statement setting fortth 
their attitude on the” point at issue. 
The statement in part says: 


“The operators have done their utmost 
to execute the spirit as well ag the 
letter of the strike commission’s award, 
not only in respect to the direct rec- 
ommendations, but in improving gen- 
eral conditions. They have taken ad- 
vantage of the latetst inventions for the 
protection of life, have improved venti- 
lation and drainage, and have sincérely 
endeavored. to make working condi- 
tions better, both inside and outside:«the 


1906, the mine workers renewed 
their demand for a contract with the 
United Mine Workers of America. in 
reply the operators quoted the strike 
commission’s report, calling attention to 
the criticism of the conetitution and 
practices of the wnion. 

*“‘ "These and other objections found by 
the*strike commission to such an agree- 
ment,’ said the operators’ committee, in 
reply to the mine workers’ committee in 
1906, ‘exist today. It is possible for an 
organization. controlling the bituminous 
and anthracite miners, so to shppe its 
counse ie the bituminous operators 
can incré@se wages and recoup them- 
selves by an advance in price through 
a strike in the anthracite mines.’

UPHOLD HIS UMPIRES 


southern League’s Head Issues Printed Instructions’ to 


‘*His Umps,’’ and the 


Enforcement of These 


Will Be Backed Up by the Judge. 


Little Rock, Ark., March 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For the first time since he as- 
the position of head of the 
Southern League, President Kavanaugh 
has issued a book of printed instruc- 
tions to his umpires this season. The 
arbiter of the play has his duties on 
the field so plainly defined that it is 
difficult to see how he can go wrong 
or plead ignorance this year. 

Running all through the instructions, 
the underlying principle of every ii- 
rection is the idea that the umpire is 
the absolute master of the field, that 
from the time he says “Play ball,”’ 
players, managers and owners are alike 
subordinate to ‘him. 

This is President Kavanaugh’'s con- 
stant aim, the one thing upon which 
he absolutely insists, that the umpire 
must maintain order on the diamond, 
and his principal object in getting out 
the book of fmstructions was to have it 
serve as a reminder to the umpire that 
he has the Southern League back of 
him, and that so long as he obeys in- 
structions. he has nothing to fear from 
anyone. 

It is President Kavanaugh’s idea that 
the umpire on the field should conduct 
himself with a dignity becoming to the 
importance of his position, and the 
umpire is remindeg of this time and 
time again. 

“Instead of visiting the players’ 
bench for the purpose of finding out 
the batteries of the opposing clubs, you 
will require the captains of the two 
clubs to meet you at the home plate 
and there give you this information,’’ 
read the directions. “By observing 
this instruction and seeing that it is 
faithfully carried out, a great deal of 
unpleasantness will be saved and you 
will not then be subject to remarks 
from various players.”’ 

There is one passage near the close 


that should be a source of comfort to 
the much-harried uraps when he is as- 
sailed on all sides by angry players 
and magnates while the bleachers cry 
for ‘his gore. It reads as follows: 
“The following suggestion I want 
éach of. you to always keep well in 
mind: Allow none other than the cap- 
tain to leave his position to question 
any decision or delay the game. Do 
not hesitate to protect yourself in this 
respect and at the first offense. If, in 
your opinion, the offense be such that 
warrants the imposing of a fine, uo 
not hesitate to inflict it, and once you 
have done so, do not fail to notify m 
by first mail after the game. | 
“If, in your opinion, the player, for 
some offense, should be fined and or- 
dered out of the game, do not hesitate 
to do so, and your action will be ap- 
proved by me and the player made to 
respect your rulings. In any case of 


manding further punishment, wire m2 
at. once and follow the wire with a let- 
ter containing full particulars. A‘ 
fines will be collected and the umpire 
protécted in every way. 

“In ordering a player from the game. 
see that he leaves the field, and do not 
allow him to sit on the bench. Pav 
no attention to threats,of club officials 
and managers as to your discharge or 
change in assignment.. Have no con- 
troversiegs whatever with them. Treat 
them with respect, and at the same 
time you can feel assured that as pres. 
ident of the Southern Association, I 
will permit no intimidation whatever, 
and there will be no dismissal or 
change in your assignments ag long as 
you are attending strictly to business 
and discharging your duties in a 
proper manne.”’ 

“I have tried to make it perfectly 
plain,” says President Kavanaugh, 
“and if the umpire doesn’t enforce or- 
der and insist that he be treated with 
due respect, it will be his own fault.”

MILLIONS SPENT YEARLY 
BY AMERICAN TOURISTS 


R. E. Mansfield, United States con- 
sul in Lucerne, Switzerland, writes to 
the state department in Washington 
that he estimates 8,000 automobiles 
were in use by Americans who foured 
Europe last year. 

“Each car carries on an average five per- 
sons,’’ says Consul Mansfield, ‘‘making a 
total of 40,000 Americans motoring on the 
continent. The expense will average $10 per 
day for each pérson, making a daily expendi- 
ture by this class of American travelers in 
Burope of $400,000. The American motorist 
usually spends two months on the continent, 
which brings the aggregate expenditure up 
to $24,000,000 for the seaszon.’’

Court,NotJury, to Blame, 
Says Dr. Broughton. 


Minister Discusses Protection 
for Gamblers, Police Fac- 
tions, the Fight on Judge 
-Broyles, and the White 
Slave Traffic. 3 


In a sermon on “The White Slave 
Trade in Young Girls and Other Fila- 
grant Sins,” Rev. Len G. Broughton, 
pastor of the Baptist Tabernacle, last 
night took occasion to attack the city 
criminal court, and to enter a defense 
of Judge Broyles. 

Speaking of the effort to defeat the 
recorder for reelection, Dr. Broughton 
said: “It is now proposed to defeat 
Judge ‘Broyles, the only man who is 
Going his duty, and they propose to 
beat him because he is doing his duty. 
But I don't béHeve that Atlanta is 
going to stand for it. The blind tiger, 
law-defying element may play with 
the city court, but they cannot defeat 


Judge Broyles. 

He declared that “our whole city 
court needs. jerking up.” 
“They say it is the fault of the jury. 
Don’t be fooled by that. The jury does 
not get a chance. It is the fault of the 
court. If the solicitor and the judge 
would get down to business, and stop 
fooling away their time, and go in to 
stop this thing, it can be done.” 

The gamblers, Dr. Broughton assert- 
ed, are given protection instead of 
punishment. Of the white slave trade, 
Dr. Broughton said that there was no 
question in his mind but that this city 
was one of the centers from which 
the traffic was carried en. The girls, 
he said, “are enticed by all kinds of 
schemes, and held until they become 
criminals and have no hope. There are 
thousands and thousands of these poor 
creatures who would escape if they 
could. ' There are doubtless hundreds 
who long for liberty, but they are held 
tight in the grasp of the organized 


trade.”’ 


Dr. Broughton’s Sermon. 

The sermon in. full is as follows: 

“Tonight I am bringing to your at- 
tention the most diabolical evil exist- 
ing in this country or in the world. So 
horrible and revolting is it that I find 
it hard to think of it, much less dis- 
cuss it in such an assembly as this. I 
speak of what is called ‘the white 
slave trade in young women.’ 

“As you probably know, recently 
Mr. Edwin W. Sims, United States 
district attorney in Chicago, with Mr. 
Hatry A. Perkins, assistant United 
States district attotfney of Chicago, be- 
gan an investigation under instruc- 
tions from Washington, of the sup- 
posed violation of the immigration 
laws of our country in -the traffic in 
which girls are brought to thig coun- 
try for immoral purposes. The result 
of this investigation was conclusive; 
it has been found that there is an or- 
ganized traffic of this kind, dealing 
in foreign girls. It is as much a 
traffic as any business. It is organized, 
tas its agents, both men and women, 
who travel abroad and find girlie at- 
tractive and ambitious, and then, un- 
der the guise of friendship and per- 
sonal advancement, or by other meth- 
ods, induce the girls to come to this 
country, where they are sold to the 
syndicates dealing in impurity; they, 
are sold just as surely as any black 
man from Africa was ever sold as a 
slave. —

System of Reselling. 

“The investigation further brought 
to light the fact that these companies, 
or syndicates, resell them to the dive- 
keepers throughout the land. All sorts 
of schemes have been unearthed. In 
many cases they got the poor, iz- 
norant girls in debt to such an extent 
that they could not pay out, and then 
they forced them by threats of im- 
prisonment and the like to remain in 
this hellish slavery. Once they are in 
it, it is almost impossible for them ever 
to get out. All communication with 
the outside world is cut off by a6 
strict a censorship as ever was prac- 
ticed by a military prison. This seems 
too horrible to be true, and yet we 
are forced to believe it. 

“But even this is not all that has 
been disclosed. . It was found also, 
that there is a thorough organized 
traffic in the wreckage of our young 
women here at home.

sorts of dupe schemes are resorted to 
for entrapping girls who, when once 
caught, are held with. an iron hand in 
slavery and bondage only to be. com- 
pared with hell itself. Think of it, 
men and women! This is going on 
right here in our own country. 

The Method Employed. 

The method employed here at home 
is practically the same as that em-. 
ployed in foreign lands. They have all 
sorts of agencies. The country teems 


‘with agents who are always looking 


for desirable girls, and when they 
have found one, they study out the 
best method of approach, following it 
up until the thing’ is accomplished and 
the girl is sold into slavery. 

“These aré not my discoveries; I 
know enough to know that they are 
true, but these are the conclusions of 
experts, official experts, such as Mr. 
Sims, Mr. Parker, Miss Jane Addams 
and others. They have gone into the 
situation thoroughly, and this Is what 
thev find, and they have published 
these things, with terrible warningy 
and appeals for stronger laws to be 
enacted and enforcementeof those that 
we abready have. So aroused is United 
States District Attorney Sims that he 
concludes one of his signed articles in 
The Woman’s World with these words: 
‘The depths of debasement and suffer- 
ing disclosed by the investigation now 
in progress would make the flesh of a 
seasoned man of the world creep with 
horror and shgme.’ 

“Let nobody say that this does not 
concern us, for we all know that it 
does. We have our share of it right 
here at our very door. There is no 
Question, in my mind, but that our 
city is one of the centers from which 
the traffic is carried on, and i investi. 
gation were made here, I lieve it 
would be revealed. Certainly we know 
without investigation how deeply en- 
trenched is the treffic in girls in our 
civic life. It defies the law and out- 
rages decency every day. Recently 
some special effort has been made to 
save and reform some of the thousands 
of this character that we have, and at 
every turn of the corner insurmounta- 
ble oubstacles have been met. In 
many instances admittance to a Chris- 
tian worker ig not attainable, not even 
to see.a sick girl. In almost every in- 
Stance the girls are in debt to the ones 
who run the place. The place fur- 
nishes dresses, jewelry and the like 
at fabulous prices, and they are never 
allowed to get out of debt, and they 
i kept inside, having no liberty at 
all. 

Thousands Would Escape. 

“They are enticed by all kinds of 
schemes and held until they ebecome 
criminals and have no hope. From 
cit-- to city they move in the charge 
of the slave trade, while the supply 
agent contifues to send on more and 
more. There are thousands and thou- 
Sands of these »voor creatures who 
would escape if they could. There are 
doubtless hundreds who long for lib- 
erty, but they are held tight in the 
grasp of the organized trade. 

Atlanta has her courts. of justice, her 
laws, her police force, and all else 


difference does it make! These old 
devils who run the trafific walk up 
about once a year to the solicitor of the 
court and submit to a so-called fine, 
which acts only as a license, and the 
understanding is that they will not be 
molested by the police for at least an- 
other year. The so-called fines go into 
the pockets of the courts, and so the 
wheel goes around. No effort is made 
to unearth their deviltry. No concern 
is felt for what is going on in the dens. 
They can hide young girls; they can 
keep by force; they can do anything, so

“We can’t even get the infamous dens 
removed ‘from the High school district 
when the+grand jury ordered that it 
should be done. They say they can’t 
get any place to put them: as if it were 
their business to put them anywhere! 
The truth of the business is, that our 
whole city criminal court needs jerking 
up. We are tiredyof the way they are 
doing things. Here we are with our 
prohibition law practically held up by 
the city court.

It 
is not the police board, nor the police 
department that demands so much in- 
vestigation. It is the court, especially 
the city criminal court. The golice de- 
partment is tired of working to no ef- 
fort. They do their work, and the city 
court plays with h ds if it were a toy 
in the hands of a chili.

There is deep-seated im- 
morality lurking here that ought not to 
exist, and wouldn't if we had our eyes 
open. Let us do something besides watch 
dogs and run in. cows and bag crap-
